R u sh co u nty was again co n­ 
nected w ith the activ ities o f the 
no to rio u s A1 Brady gang by a 
disp atch fro m the Baltim o re p o ­ 
lice to C ap tain M att Leach o f 
the Indiana State Po lice. 
Acting o n a req u ests by Mrs. 
Verna Hill o f C arthage who lo st 
a v alu able set o f go ld and silv er 
table serv ice in the bank ro bbery 
a t C arthage o n the 17 o f De­ 
cember, 
1936, Leach wired 
a 
descrip tio n o f the articles to the 
p o lice in Baltim o re and the a n­ 
swering wire stated tha t a nu m ­ 
ber o f o bjects “clo sely resembling 
the o nes described by Leach” had 
been fo u nd in a Brady hideo u t 
there. 
Cap tain Leach ex p ressed him ­ 
self as “tho ro u ghly satisfied tha t 
it is the silv erware belo nging to 
Mrs. Hill.” He w ent o n to say , “if 
so , it definitely establishes the 
fact tha t the Brady gang ro bbed 
the C arthage bank.” 
Co nferring w ith state p o lice 
detectiv es who recently retu rned 
fro m their trip to Baltim o re to 
inv estigate the activ ities o f the 
gang in tha t city , Leach fo u nd 
tha t 
Brady , 
Do lho v er, 
and 
Shaffer were away fro m B alti­ 
mo re fo r three day s a t the tim e 
o f the C arthage bank ro bbery . 
Mrs. Verna S. Hill, wido w o f 
the late State Senato r Ro wland 
Hill and o wner o f the table set, 
had read o f the m arriage o f Do l­ 
ho v er and Shaffer to the sisters 
in Baltim o re and, acting u p o n 
intu itio n, req u ested the p o lice 
cap tain to send a descrip tio n to 
Baltimo re. 
The set, which was delicately 
engrav ed with hearts, arro ws, 
cu p ids and o ther sy mbo ls o f lo v e 
and affectio n, was a natu ral 
to ken o f lo v e and as su ch, it was 
lo gical fo r the two gangsters to 
hav e p resented to their y o u ng 
wiv es w ith the set fo r a wedding 
p resent.

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THREAT TO WORLD PEACE 
Not sin ce 1917 has a major n ation declared war. 
Yet in the in terv en in g y ears there hav e been a 
n u mber of far-reachin g, san gu in ary con flicts. 
What might be termed Mars’ modern techn iqu e 
does n ot requ ire a formal declaration of war — 
armies are mobilized, soldiers an d civ ilian s are 
slau ghtered, cities are dev astated an d gov ern ­ 
men ts chan ge ev en while, officially speakin g, 
actu al war does n ot ex ist. 
In Italy ’s Ethiopian campaign , for ex ample, 
[ war was n ot declared — bu t the resu lt of the in - 
! v asion was to elimin ate the Ethiopian Mon archy 
’ an d make the cou n try in to an Italian colon y gov ­ 
ern ed by the Italian Military . Ru ssia an d Fran ce 
hav e n ot declared war on the Span ish In su rgen ts, 
n or hav e German y an d Italy broken off relation s 
with the Span ish Gov ern men t — y et it is n o se­ 
cret that Fran co’s cau se has been kept aliv e 
with the aid of German an d Italian troops an d 
equ ipmen t, while the Gov ern men t forces wou ld 
hav e collapsed lon g sin ce had it n ot been for 
Ru ssian airplan es an d armamen ts an d Fren ch 
military ex perts. Today it; the Far East the 
world is again witn essin g a war withou t a decla­ 
ration of war that is of the u tmost sign ifican ce 
n ot on ly to the n ation s in v olv ed, bu t to the West­ 
ern World as well. 
Japan has gon e to the limit in recen t y ears to 
bu ild u p her army an d n av y . For a small cou n ­ 
try , she has an amazin g military machin e, far 
su perior to that of the Chin ese — thou gh Chin a 
herself has made progress in u n ify in g an d 
stren gthen in g the cou n try . 
Chin a’s greatest 
weakn ess has alway s been the corru ption of her 
local gov ern men ts — as Oswald Garrison Villard 
has written , “The pu rchasin g of Chin ese states­ 
men an d gen erals is Japan ’s lon g su it; it has 
adv an ced her an d her policy of con qu est far more 
rapidly than hav e her rifles an d can n on .” The 
cen tral, Nan kin g gov ern men t has u su ally prov en 
u n able to con trol the su perabu n dan t local War 
Lords — each with his own in terest at heart 
an d each su spiciou s of the others. The situ ation 
as it ex ists in Chin a, is as if each American state 
gov ern or had a great priv ate army which he 
cou ld u se for an y pu rpose he wishes, ev en to the 
ex treme of fightin g the armies of n eighborin g 
gov ern ors. 
As a con sequ en ce, plu s Japan ’s far more effi­ 
cien t, an d modern war machin es, it is believ ed 
certain that the Japan ese will en cou n ter rela­ 
tiv ely little trou ble in con qu erin g the n orth 
prov in ces. She will take ov er cities an d accom­ 
plish destru ction on a v ast scale, an d probably 
replace presen t local gov ern men ts with pu ppet 
Chin ese gov ern men ts con trolled by the Japan ese, 


as she did in Man chu ria. Bu t in the lon g ru n , 
Japan ’s chan ces of su ccess are du biou s. Chin a is 
a tremen dou s cou n try , with the largest popu la­ 
tion in the world. Not sin ce the dawn of history 
has it been perman en tly con qu ered — ov er a 
period of man y y ears, the in v aders in termarry 
with the Chin ese an d are v irtu ally swallowed by 
the immen se cou n try . Chin a has more than half 
a billion people as again st Japan ’s 7 5,000,000. 
Fu rthermore, it seems in con ceiv able that Japan 
will be permitted by other powers to adv an ce 
u n hin dered in to Chin a. Ru ssia is stron gly an ti- 
Japan ese an d will, if matters go far en ou gh, 
throw her resou rces to the side of Chin a. An d 
if it came down to a Ru sso-Japan ese war, most 
military ex perts thin g the Bear wou ld win . 
En glan d will attempt to limit Japan ’s con qu est 
in the in terest of her own trade, an d so, in all 
probability , will the Un ited States an d Fran ce. 
An d lastly , it is a qu estion whether Japan ’s fi­ 
n an cial resou rces are su fficien t to stan d a lon g 
stru ggle — today more than 50 per cen t of her 
gov ern men t’s bu dget is earmarked for the army 
an d n av y , an d she has a soarin g n ation al debt. 
So here is an other grav e threat to world peace 
— the grav est, perhaps that has y et appeared. 
Whether war is actu ally declared is on ly of the­ 
oretical importan ce — to all in ten ts an d pu rposes 
a major war is n ow u n derway in the Far East, 
an d in terests directly affectin g ev ery n ation in 
the world are in v olv ed.

GOV’T READY TO 


LEND ON CROPS 


President’s Appro v al Is 
Awaited On Lo an Plan 


Washin gton , Au gu st 16 (/P)— 
Gov ern men t machin ery is ready 
to make loan s to farmers on 
cotton , corn , wheat or an y oth­ 
er crop, agricu ltu ral departmen t 
officials said today , as soon as 
Presiden t Roosev elt 
or Secre­ 
tary Wallace say s “go ahead.” 
| 
They said ex perien ces gain ed 
I in three season s of cotton loan s 
an d two of corn loan s wou ld 
speed action 
when ev er terms 
an d con dition s of the price-su p- 
portin g program are determin ed. 
At the same time they warn ed 
win ter wheat growers to keep 
in min d the crop con trol pro­ 
gram which was the other en d 
of the bargain between 
Mr. 
Roosev elt an d farm state sen a­ 
tors. 
The agricu ltu ral adju stmen t 
admin istration said n ot more 
than 80 per cen t of the “base 
acreage” shou ld be plan ted for 
harv est in 1938. The adv ice was 
giv en n ow, officials said, becau se 
win ter wheat will be in the 
grou n d before con gress can en ­ 
act farm legislation . 
The presiden t agreed at a 
con feren ce with sou thern sen a­ 
tors to make cotton loan s, bu t 
ex acted a promise that gen eral 
farm legislation wou ld be the 
first order of bu sin ess when con ­ 
gress con v en es again . 
The sen ate promptly passed a 
resolu tion bin din g itself to this 
program. 
Chairman Jon es (D., 
Tex .) of the hou se agricu ltu ral 
committee predicted the hou se 
wou ld approv e it by Tu esday or 
Wedn esday . 
Agricu lu re departmen t officials 
said they ex pected the loan s to 
be ordered formally soon after 
the hou se acts. 
Farm bloc sen ators said. the 
program wou ld be aimed at as­ 
su rin g farmers 12 cen ts a pou n d 
for their cotton ,, either by a 9 - 
cen t loan an d 3-cen t su bsidy or 
by a 10-cen t loan an d 2-cen t 
spbsidy . Su bsidies will be paid 
on ly to those who compiled with 
the crop con trol act which the 
n ex t session is ex pected to pass. 
Sen ators who talked with the 
presiden t said loan programs al­ 
so wou ld be worked ou t for corn - 
hogs, wheat, an d the other ma­ 
jor commodities if prices drop as 
has the cotton market. 
The cotton crop is estimated 
officially at more than 15,500,000 
bales an d agricu ltu re departmen t 
officials said an adju stmen t pay ­ 
men t of 2 cen ts a pou n d might 
cost 
$150,000,000. 
The 
mon ey 
wou ld come from the 30 per cen t 
of cu stom’s receipts giv en Secre­ 
tary Wallace for “agricu ltu ral 
pu rposes.” 
Both

loan s! 
might be limited to cotton grow- j 


ers who cooperated in the 1937 
soil con serv ation program, offi­ 
cials said, or ben efits to them 
might be on a larger scale. 
While detailed plan s hav e n ot 
been completed, the commodity 
credit corporation has made past 
loan s on cotton an d corn . 
Usu ally , loan s were made at 4 
per cen t in terest, an d actu ally 
adv an ced by local ban ks an d 
similar priv ate len din g in stitu ­ 
tion s, the gov ern men t-con trolled 
corporation u n derwritin g them. 
Cotton on which loan s were 
made was requ ired to be stored 
in approv ed warehou ses.
